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Effective July 1, 2012 the disposal of needles, syringes and lancets (collectively known 
as “sharps”) in regular household trash has been banned in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. This ban includes trash disposed via the blue Natick trash bags as well 
as trash collected by a private trash hauler. 
The Natick Board of Health in cooperation with the Department of Public Works and the 
Community Services Department is providing a safe and convenient way for Natick 
residents to properly dispose their “home sharps”. This disposal resource is solely for 
spent sharps created from personal use by Natick residents. The term “home sharps” 
does not include sharps generated by home health aides, visiting nurses, or any other 
person providing a professional service in a private residence.
